WASHINGTON. 


The Proceedingrs in Botli Houses

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The chair laid 
before the senate a letter from the post- 
master general complying with the call 
of ihe recent seriate xeBolntion, in respect 
to the appointment of poBtmasters in 
Maine, alleged to have been procured 
throngh the influence of S. S. Brown, 
chairman of the democratic committee 
of that state. 
IVIr. Hale made seme re- 
marks on the letter endorsing civil ser- 
vice but making no appeal for the man. 


Mr. Hale continued to criticize the ac- 
tion of Brown in quitting his business 
and coming to WaBhington to attend to 
getiiijg 
Maine 
appointments. 
He 
charged him with collecting money from 
appointees and said out of one hundred 
appointments Brown had recommended 
eighty-seven. 


Mr. Vest and Mr. Voorhees replied to 
Mr. Hale and they were followed loj 
Logan. 
Mr. Vest thought Hale's talk 
was mere cant. 
Mr. Voorhees said he 
believed the government should be ad- 
ministered by friends of the party in 
power. 
Mr. Logan reminded the last 
named tha^ congress had not been com- 
pletely in the hands of the republicans 
for some time. 
The communication was 
referred to the committee on civil service 
reform.

HOUSE. 


The senate joint resolution accepting 
Ohio's statue of James A. Garfield on 
motion of E. B. Taylor was laid on the 
table for the present. 


Among tbe bills introduced and re- 
ferred was one by Mr, Seney, of Ohio, 
to repeal the civil service act, also to 
make shareholders in national banks in- 
dividually 
responsible for debts of the 
bank. 


By Mr. "Wilkins, of Ohio, to provide 
for the issue of circulating notes to 
national bank associaticns. 


A constitutional amendment, 
intro- 
duced in the house by Mr. Davis, of 
Massachusetts, provides that congress 
shall have power to limit the hours of 
labor. 


The constitutional amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. McAdoo, of New Jersey, 
provides that the presidential electors 
shall be elected in every state on the 
third Tuesday in October; and that no 
other oflScers than representatives in 
congress shall be elected on the same 
day. Mr. McAdoo also introduced a bill 
depriving of the right of suffrage all po 
lygamists. or persons who are membeis 
of organizations that encourage other 
persons to commit bigamy. 


Mr. Cutcheons bill to reform the civil 
cervice makes it unlawful for any head 
of a department, or chief of a bureau, to 
solicit advice or recommendations from 
any senator or representative in regaid 
to the removal or appointment of any of- 
ficial in any of the executive departments, 
or for senators or representatives to nom- 
inate or recommend, or to solicit or re- 
quest the appointment of any person to 
any position in either the executive or 
judicial departments. 
It makes the vio- 
lation of any of its provisions a misde- 
meanor punishable by a fine of $1,000 
and a cause tor the removal of the ap- 
pointed officers and for tbe impeachment 
of the elected officers. 
It provides for 
the establishment of a bureau of civil 
appointments to coDsist of the civil ser- 
vice commission and the ofiicers, exam- 
iners and other employes thereof and of 
civil service appointment boards in each 
judicial circuit of the United States, to 
consist of three members each, who shall 
restide within the circuits, which boards 
shall be Bubordiuate to the civil service 
commission, and whose duties shall be 
to examine and report in regard to any 
matter referred to them by the president 


or heads of departments, as to the resig- 
nation, removal or appointment of any 
executive or judicial officer; the recom- 
mendation of these boards, however, to 
be advisory only.

The Indianapolis Journal 
prints the 
life histories of Indiana congressmen and 
this will interest Fort Wayne people: 


Twelfth district—Robert Lowry, of 
Fort Wayne, was born in Ireland; re- 
moved in early youth to Rochester, N. 
Y.; was instructed in the elementary 
branches at private schools and had par- 
tial academic course, but education was 
mainly self-acquired; was librarian of 
Rochester AtheLseum and Young Men's 
association; studied law; removed to 
Fort Wayne; was elected by the common 
council, while yet under age, city re- 
corder; was re-elected, but declined; was 
admitted to tho bar; commenced practice 
in Goshen, Ind., in 1846; was appointed 
by the governor circuit judge in 1852, to 
fill vacancy for an unexpired term; was 
unexpectedly nominated by the dem- 
ocrats in 1856, in a district having a 
large adverse majoi*ity, as a candidate 
for congress, and defeated only by a 
close vote; in 1S60 was president of the 
democratic state convention, and one of 
the four delegates at large to the demo- 
cratic national convention; in 1861 and 
1862, while still retaining lesidence and 
practice in Indiana, had a law office in 
Chicago; in 1864 was nominated by the 
democrats and elected circuit judge for 
a term of six years; while still occupying 
the bench he was again nominated by 
the democrats in 1866, and renominated 
in 1868, as a candidate for congress in 
heavily republican districts and defeated, 
but by reduced majorities; in 1867 re- 
sumed his residence in Fort Wayne; was 
re-elect, d circuit judge on the expira- 
tion of his term, in 1870, without oppo- 
sition; was delegate at large to the 
democratic national convention in 1872; 
resigned the circuit judgeship in Jan- 
uary, 1875, and resumed practice in Fort 
Wayne as a member of the firm of 
Lowry, Robinson & O'Rourke; in Sep- 
tember, 1877, was appointed by the gov- 
ernor, on the unanimous recommenda- 
tion of the bar, as judge of the newly- 
created superior court, and afterward 
elected as such in 1878, by a unanimous 
popular vote; was elected tbe first presi- 
dent of the Indi ana State Biir association 
in July, 1879; on the expiration of his 
term as judge, in 1882, he w:!s elected to 
the forty-eigbtli congress, and was re- 
elected to the foi'ty-ninth congress as a 
democrat, receiving 19,507 votes, against 
16,957 votes for Keator, republican, 369 
votes for Harstuck,, and 303 votes for 
Gale.

ROME, Jan. 6.—It is learned on the 
highest authority that there is no truth 
in the reports which have been put in 
circulation regarding the health of Pope 
Leo. 
So far as his condition being pre- 
carious or delicate, as has been asserted, 
it is officially announced that his holi- 
ness is in perfect health. 


LONDON, Jan. 6.—Dispatches say that 
ten thousand rebels are scouring the 
country within a radius of twenty miles 
of Mandalay and they threaten to attack 
the town which is not sufficiently gar- 
risoned. 


This is the feast of the Epiphany an;l 
the CathoHc and Episcopal churches ob- 
serve it. Rt. Rev. Bishop Dwenger 
celebrated high mass at the Cathedral 
this morning and Rt. Rev. Bishop Bor- 
gess preached a most eloquent sermon. 


Rector W. N. Webbe conducted ser- 
vices at Trinity Episcopal church and 
duly observed the holiday. 


This feast was called Epiphany and 
celebrated in January is attested by Am- 
mianus Marcellinus (sxi. 2) who says 
Julian 
kept it at Vienna in Gaul. 
That it was kept on January 6 is seen in 
the constitutions of Va ens, Theodosius 
and Arcadius. 
January 6 was held to 
be the day on which tbe miraculous star 
led the wise men to Bethlehem, and that 
on which Christ was baptized in the Jor- 
dan, as well as that on which he per- 
formed his first public miracle at Cana. 
St. Paulinus affirms that these three 
anniverearies were solemnized on this 
same day in tbe fourth eertnry. 
Some 
African 
churches 
commemorated a 
fourth event, the multiplication of the 
five loaves by Christ. 
Frt m the time of 
the council of Nice (325) this day was 
set apart throughout the east for the 
soJemn administration of baptism. It 
was also the custom there, at midnight 
on the feast of the Epiphany, to fetch 
w^ater from the springs, which was be- 
lieved to keep fresh and pure the whole 
year. 
St. Epiphanius says this was done 
in memory of the water changed into 
wine at Cana. 
It was on the Epiphany, 
in fine, that patriarchs and metropolitans 
yearly published the "paschal letters" 
announcing the precise time for the cele- 
bration of Easter and Pentecost. Sev- 
eral of them are extant.

A CHICAGO special says: Dr. James 
M. Hutchinson, one of the surgeons at 
the Cook County Hospital, performed 
a peculiar surgical operation. H e says: 
"A young man ol thirty-five years was 
taken to his motfier's home, on Laflin 
street, on Nov. 4, sick. 
On Nov. 6 I 
was c ailed to see nim. 
H e had led t h e 
rapid life of a bachelor who seldom 
goes home, and he had a fat, poiichy 
stomach on him. I made an incision 
and drew off three quarts of a milky- 
white fluid. 
I could not account for it. 
I could find no light in medical litera- 
ture. I kept tapping him, and in twen- 
fcy-seven days drew off eighteen gallons 
of the strange 
fluid. H e was dropsical, 
but why the fluid was milky white I 
could not tell. 
I decided upon an in- 
vestigation, and on Tuesday made an 
incision in the abdomen. 
I 
dra'ned 
him out and made an opening six inches 
in length, laying t h e intestines bare. 
They looked natural, b u t I reached in 
after his liver and found a malignant 
sore—cancerous, I should say. 
Then I 
went for his spleen, and foimd it adher- 
ing to the abdominal wall. 
B u t this 
did not account for the milky color of 
the secretions, 
and I traced u p the 
lacteal duet, which empties into the 
left sub-clavical vein, and found a rup- 
ture. 
T h e fluid, instead of going to 
nourish the body, h a d been going to 
color the matter in the abdominal cavi- 
ty. 
I was satLsfled. 
I closed u p the 
opening in the dvict, washed the man 
out, carbonized him, stitched u p the 
opening; but I left a vent tube, and the 
man will get well." 


THE launrh of the Euroka at one of 
the Brooklyn yards, the other day, is 
one stop in a not ¡ble experiment for 
doing aw.ay with st-jam in naval propul- 
sion. T h e main idea in the new system 
ia to drive the vessel forward or back- 
ward by the expulsion of gas from the 
submerged bow and stern against the 
water. 
T h e idea is not a new one 
among scientists, but it is claimed that 
in the Eureka it has been made pract- 
ic.il for the first time. T h e vessel itself 
is of about seventy-five tons, being lOJ 
feet by twelve, with a depth of seven 
feet. 
On each side, about eight 
feet 
forward of the stern-post, are two lid- 
covered ports, connected with 
cham- 
bers. 
There are also two forward 
ports of the same kind, and through 
these the discharges are made from a 
central point, those from the stern for 
driving the vessel forward, and vice 
versa, while a simultaneous 
discharge 
from a forward port and a f t starboard 
chamber, and vice versa, will turn her 
sharply round in either direction. The 
engine only takes u p six feet of room, 
and only enough power is required to 
compress air into a steel globe two feet 
in diameter, mto which vaporized pe- 
troleum has been forced. 
T h e explo- 
sive material to be used has been kept 
a secret, b u t the New York Sun inti- 
mates it is a gas generated from oil and 
ignited by electricity. 
Should t h e ex- 
periment prove successful its applica- 
tion 
will be watched with great in- 
terest. 
I t seems a daring move to try 
to dethrone King Steam, but invention 
grows bold in these days, and he would 
be 
rash who should say that people 
will not soon be exploded across the 
Atlantic.

THK LiATK PKOFKSSOB JOHW O. DRAPES. 
Thé death of Professor John C. Draper in 
New York, a t the age of 50, removes an- 
other of that celebrated family of scientists, 
and will brin^? regrets t o practitioners of 
medicine or t h e « 
interested in medical 
science the world over. 
Professer Draper 
had about reached the fullness of koowledga 
and had just finished the task of committing 
some of it to paper in the form of a n ad- 
vanced text book of medical physics when 
he was called away. 
HLs last illnesi was 
pneumonia, and the b e ' t medical skill to- 
gether with his own, aided by his robust con- 
stitution, was unable to withstan I its at- 
tack. 
Ha died after two days' sickness. 


Professor Draper was a Virginian, and a 
son of the late Professor John W. Draper. 
In IS-'i? he was graduated from the medical 
department of the University of the City of 
New York. He spent the following year 
pursuing his studies in Eui'opa 
On his re- 
turn he became professor of analytical chem- 
istry at the university from which he was 
graduated. 
Here he continued for life as a 
professor and lecturer in various depart- 
ments. 
Professor Draper pub ished 
many 
scientific papers of great 
valu9, 
which 
showed the originality of his researches. His 
paj>er on tobacco, which was a n argument 
against its usp, created a sensation both here 
aud iu Euvope, 
Trinity college, Hartford, 
conferred the d e ^ e e of LL. D. on Dr. Draper 
iu 1873. In 18G4 be married. 
His widow 
survives him, but no children.

Smith, Cow- 
dery and Whitmer proceeded to the latter's 
home, accompaTKed by Smiths wifo, a n d 
bearing with them the precious plates a n d 
spectacles. 


The work of translating tho tablets con- 
sumed about eight months, Smith acting as 
the seer aud Oliver Cowdery, ¡Smith's wife, 
and Christian Whitmer, brother of David, 
performiug the duties of amanuenses. By 
the aid of tho •sjjectacles found with t h e 
plates Smith was enabled t o de-jipher the 
characlera 


Tho Book of Moraion was given t o t h e 
wo'-ld in 1830 and a church organized. 
T he 
following year the disciples moved to Ohio 
and built a Veujplo at K i r t l a n i 


Mr. Whitmer, who always aflhi>red to the 
teachings of .Mormon, left 
Kirtland and 
journeyed iuto the wilds of Missouri, estab- 
lishing the settlement of Jackson county. 
MissourL It was here that the Ohio Mormons 
found refuge when driven away from Kirt- 
land after Smith and Rigdon had been tarred 
and feathered for fraudulent banking.

Mr. Whitmer adhered faithfully to the 
Mormon creed, with the exception of what 
he termed the ' 'viper polygamy," which is 
strictly forbidden by the Book of Mormon. 
Though he split off from the church when 
Brigham Young joined it, he always held 
that Joseph Smith was an upright, god-fear- 
ing man. 
The Mormon church offered him 
once $100,000 for the original manuscript of 
the Hook of Mormon, which be refused, and 
it ia interesting to know now what wiJi be- 
•ome of it.

M. Uutcliinson, one of the surgeons at 
the Cook County Hospital, performed 
a peculiar surgical operation. lie says: 
"A young man ol thirty-live years was 
taken to his mother's home, on Lailin 
street, on Nov. 4, sick. 
Ou Nov. 0 I 


\vii8 called to sea him. He had led the 
rapid life of a bachelor who seldom 
goes home, and ho had a fat, pouchy 
stomach on him. I made an incision 
and drew oil three quarts of a milky- 
white fluid. I could not account for it. 
I could find no light iu medical litera- 
ture. I kept tapping him, and in twen- 
ty-seven days drew ofV eighteen gallons 
of tho btrango iluid. He was dropsical, 
but why the Iluid was milky white I 
could not tell. I decided upon an in- 
vestigation, and on Tuesday made an 
incision in the abdomen. I drivned 
him out and made an opening six inches 
in length, laying the intestines bare. 
They looked natural, but I reached in 
after his liver aud found a malignant 
sore—cancerous, I should say. ThenI 
went, for his spleen, and found it adher- 
ing to tho abdominal wall. But this 
did not account for the milky color of 
the secretions, nud I traced up the 
lacteal duct, which empties into the 
left sub-clavical vein, and found, a rup- 
ture. The Iluid, instead of going to 
nourish the body, had been going to 
color the matter in Ihe abdominal cavi- 
ty. I was satisfied. I closed up the 
openiug in the duct, washed the man 


out, 
carbonized him, stitched up the 


opening; but I Itfb ft vent tube, and the 
man will get well." 


THE launch of the Enreka at one of 


the Brooklyn yards, the other day, ia- 
one stop inanottble experiment for 
doing aw.iy with steam in naval propul- 
sion. The main idea in the new system 
ia lo drive the vessel forward or back- 
ward by tho expulsion of gas from tho 
submerged bow and stern against the 
water. The idea is not a new one 
/imong scientists, lint it is claimed that 
in the Enrolta it has been made pract- 
ical for the first time. The vessel itself 
is of about seventy-fivo tons, being 100 
feet by twelve, with a depth of seven 
feet. 
On each sido, about eight feet 


forward of the stern-post, are two lid- 
covered ports, connected with cham- 
bers. There are also two forward 
ports of the same kind, and through 
these tbo discharges tiro made from a 
central point, those from the stern lor 
driving the vessel forward, and vice 
versa^ while a simultaneous discharge 
from a forward port and aft starboard 
chamber, and vice versa, will turn her 
sharply round in either direction. The1 


engine only takes np aix feefc of room, 
and only enough, power is required to 
compress air into a steel globe two feet 
in diameter, into which vaporized pe- 
troleum has been forced. The explo- 
sive material to bo uaod has boon kept 
a secret, but the Now York Sun inti- 
mates it is a gas generated from oil and 
ignited by electricity. Should the ex- 
periment prove successful its applica- 
tion will bo watched with great in- 
terest. It seems a daring move to try 
to dethrone King Steam, but invention 
grows bold in these days, and ho would 
be rash who should say that people 
will not soon be exploded across the 
Atlantic.

THE LATH PROFESSOR JOHN a DRAPER, 
The death of Professor Johu C. Draper In 


Now York, at the age of f>0, removes an- 
other of that celebrated family of scientists, 
and will bring, regrets to .pracritLoners..oi 
medicine or tho>o interested In medical 
science the world, over. Professer Draper 
had about reached tha fullnes? of knowledge 
and had juat finished the task of committing 
somo of it to paper in tho form of an ad- 
vanced test book of medical physics when 
ho.was called away. His last illness was 
pneumonia, and the be;t medical skill to- 
gether with his own, aided by his robust con- 
stitution, was unable to withstand Its at- 
tack.' llo died after two days'sickness. 


Professor Draper was a Virginian, and a 


Bon of the late Professor John W. Draper. 
In 1857 ho was graduated from the magical 
department of the University of the City of 
New Tort He spent the following year 
pursuing his studies in Europe,' On his re- 
turn he became professor of analytical chem- 
istry at the university from which ho was 
graduated. Here he continued, for life as a 
professor and lecturer in various depart- 
ments. Professor Draper pub ished many 
scientific papers of great value, which 
showed the originality of his researches, .His 
paper on tobacco, which was nn argument 
against its uso, created a sensation both hero 
and in Europe. Trinity college, Hartford, 
conferred the degree of LL. D. on Dr. Draper 
in 1873. In 1854 he married. His widow 
survives him, but no children.
